~The foremost experts of the allied 
nations and of the United States have 
completed a survey of the shipping situ- 
ation, and have demonstrated that there 
is enough available tonnage in the world 
and enough shipbuilding capacity to 
carry the war through easily.“

one of the highest authorities on the 
shipping situation in America. The 
situation, he said, demands a rearrange- 
ment of both belligerent and neutral 
tonnage available for allied uses, and 
requires great sacrifices of trade, but 
it promises victory over the central

„But the shipping available must be 
secured, and the shipbuilding capacity 
must be made use of, he continued, 
That means the most tremendous sac- 
rifices will have to be made of ordinary 
trade.“ 

Immediate commandeering of most of 
the vessels under construction in Amer- 
ican shipbuilding plants was decided on 
today by the shipping board.

gave them opportunity. It did not impose ex- 
traordinary liability upon them. 

The obligation to defend the republic rests upon 
all ite citizens. The opportunity to do so cannot 
come to all of them. Unfit men, men not free 
for the big service, men past their prime, incapa- 
ble of the hard work of the soldier, all the hundred 

thousands who will not be asked to carry a rifle 
or learn a bayonet: thrust, have the same liability. 
They merely have not the qualifications. 

These marchers form a highly selected body of 
Americans, They have been drawn for the work 
which makes the history of a nation. They are 
the builders. Another generation may owe some- 
‘thing to the labor of the people who will stand 
at the curb and look at the untrained but selected 
men, but nothing that is done would be safe or 
permanent if these men did not go out to offer 
eyerything they have and hold precious for the 


nation. 
These men, with their aero den who have gone 


before them, the regulars and the guard, are to 
hold the walls. They are to stand between the 
householder and his enemy. They are to keep 
the gates and watch the night. Citizens who will 
mot be disturbed exceedingly—because these men 
will sacrifice exceedingly—should know the extent 
of their obligation to them.

A chill attitude towards the men who, with no 


greater liability than that of the untouched house- 
holder, give up home and the intimate pleasures 
of ordinary life, will shame the city which sends 
them out. . :

The howls of Industrial Workers of the World 
over the lynching of Little will find, we believe, 
no echo in any reasonable American's heart. The 
wonder is that more of these agitators in the west 
have not been treated in the same way by out- 
raged communities which have listened to their 
vicious threats. Some of these men have gone 
so far as to threaten the burning of standing crops 
if their windy warnings were not heeded.

SEN DIN G AMERICAN T TROOPS 
ABROAD. 


There are two sources of the objections raised 


in some quarters to sending American troops 


abroad. One is opposition to any energetic and 


effective’ prosecution of the war. This opposition 
proceeds from various motives which we do not 
propose to discuss here. The second source of 
objections, while it may be colored by any or an 
of these motives, is chiefly the result of the lay- 
man’s ignorance of military principles. Why 


country seems @ natural question to many, and 
congressmen who know as little of history and 
of military science of the most rudimentary kind 
as the average man cherish this aa of defense 
conspicuously, a 

Senator Hars@wick of Georgia, who with his 
associate, smith, is doing everything that he can 
to obstruct the competent conduct of our military 
affairs, is one of these gentlemen. Senator Hard- 
wick puts his notion in the following declaration, 
which we quote from La Follette’s opstructionist, 
pacifist magazine: For the defense of this coun- 
try, if it is conceivable that such a thing were 
necessary, I would draft American manhood from 
the cradle to the grave; but, Mr. President, my 
own fixed and unalterable conviction. is that to 
draft a freeman for military service on a foreign 
soll is utterly incompatible with freedom." 

Now the intelligence of Mr. Hardwick may be 
inferred from his suggestion that it is not con- 
ceivabie” that the defense of this country may be 
necessary, and our respect for his “ fixed and un- 
alterable conviction” may accordingly be less than 
nothing. But he is, nevertheless, a senator rep- 
resenting a conspicuous member of the American 
commonwealth, and must therefere be taken more 
seriously than his views would otherwise justify. 

Senator Hardwick thinks then that it would be 
justifiable to compel men to defend their country 
after the enemy has arrived in the country, but 
not to compel them to defend their country by 
meeting the enemy before he arrives and thus 
prevent him from arriving. This is the civilian’s 
fallacy of the passive defensive, a fallacy which 
no boxer, no football captain would dare to adopt, 
and a fallacy the facts of the European war ex- 
poses so that even the limited intellectuals of Mr. 
Hardwick ought to grasp the truth. 

In the concrete this senator's theory, which is 
supported of late by Mr. Hearst, comes to this; 
the French republic was justified in conscripting 
her citizens to fight the Germans in nerthern 
France, but would not have been Justified in send- 
ing her eonscript armies to fight the Germans on 
German soil. The freeman, it must be 
permitted to remain at home until The invader 


himself while his own fields are trampled down, 
his own orchards cut, his own towns penalized or 
burned, his own people ravished and enslaved. 
The stupidity of this fallacy is incredible at a 
time when all northern France, Belgium, western 
Russia, and Serbia are a ghastly demonstration 
of its folly. The duty of defense which lies upon 
all citizens and is expressed in conscription is not 
limited to the unhappy necessity of waiting until 
the enemy is devastating our own country; it 16 
not limited to the folly and waste of passive de- 
tense; it is a duty to go wherever defense ia most 
effectual, and that is not determined a AW the 
oivillan's ignorance but dy the soldier's knowledge. 
Civilian ignorance, as it has appeared in con- 
gress and dominated our policy respecting defense, 
has cost this country in the past thousands of 
lives and millions of dollars. It hag kept us 
weak until the eleventh hour and led us again 
and again naked into war. Senator Hardwick 
may talk of his “fixed and unalterable convic- 
tions,“ which is merely fixed and unalterable non- 
sense, but, happily for us, he does not represent 
the national intelligence of our day. If we can 
manage it we are going fo defend our country 
on foreign soil, not on our own, at an “enemy's

The endosperm, making up 86 per cent 
of the grain, is the part from which 
the miller attempts to make all of his 
This part consists, in the 
main, of starch and gluten. It is poor 
in cellulose fat ong mineral salts, 


The germ, making we i soe tune oe 
the berry, is rich in nitrogen or protein 


The bran, making up practically all of 
the remainder of the berry, is rich in 
cellulose, protein, and mineral salts. It 
always contains a considerable percent - 
age of starch. 

However much wheat is made this 
year there will be a scarelty. To over- 
come this the authorities are attempt- 
ing to bring up several changes. One 
it to persuade the people to eat more- 
of other grains and less of wheat, This 
phase of the subject has already been 
discussed. The second is te persuade 
the millers, bakers, and even the do- 
mestie cooks to incorporate other flours 
with wheat flour. This has been dis- 


The third is to N the millers 
to bring more of the berry inte flour. 
The millers object to this because when 
the germ is mixed with flour the product 
does not keep so well, 
to become rancid, Soluble proteins in 
the fat of the germ are apt to act on 
the starch of the flour, converting part 
of it into soluble starch and sugar, dark- 
ening its color and detracting from the 
appearance of bread made from it. This 
is the basis of 99 per cent of the ob- 
jection of the millers. :

Canning Difficulties. 

HE failures or difficulties reported 
to this column show that most 
memories are poor. Another 
trouble comes from following the 

old method of sterilizing; that 1s, set- 
ting cans in cold water up to the neck 
or two-thirds the way up, and bringing 
this to a boil. In this way the top part 
of the contents was cooked more. than 
the rest, and there was always the 
chafice that some of the liquid contents 
would escape. If the cans were in- 
stantly and completely sealed, this loss 
would not be such as to affect the rest, 
provided it was thoroughly sterile. Nev- 
ertheless, it is something to be avoided 
under any circumstances, especially if 


cooking are completely covered with wa- 
ter, and they are all but sealed, that is, 
so nearly sealed that you will not spill 


no loss, all other conditions being right. 

In reference to these poor memories, 
Suppose, Mr. or Mrs. or Miss or Mas- 
ter Canner, you take a pencil and paper 
and put down on it the number of things 
you must do, refreshing your memory 
by reading over the directions.
